WINNER OF 5 STATE & REGIONAL AWARDS 
TRANSPORTATION PROBLEMS 


Wilmington now has a Transportation Commit- 
tee, named by the Board of Selectmen last week. 
It consists of Lloyd Bender of Salem Street, 
who will be remembered as the live-wire past 
president of the Junior Chamber of Commerce 
Edward Shelley of Atlantic Avenue, a man of 
quiet common-sense, and Pan] Duggan of Harvard 
Avenue, who, as an official of the Brotherhood 
of Railway Firemen knows as much abont trans— 
portation problems as anyone in New England. 

The choice of these three men is as excel- 
lent as the problem they face is difficult. 

It is currently proposed to extend the MTA 
Rapid Transit to a point south of Route 128, in 
Reading (proposed, in essence by the late Sena- 
tor Arthur Coolidge of Reading some thirty 
years ago). 

Reading, to face this problem, and the pro- 


bability that the town will be called on to pay 


part of the annual MTA deficit, proposed and 
appointed a Transportation Committee. One of 
their Selectmen, several weeks ago (Winslow) 
suggested that Wilmington too have such a com- 
mittee. 

And while the {TA may become a part of Ree 
ding's problem it does not follow necessaril 
that Wilmington needs to assume that same pr 
blem. Wilmington is served by a different track 
of the B&M than is Reading. Trains for hoth 
Lowell and Haverhill stop at our only remaining 
station, and it might well be that this will 
continue for many years, 

Our committee faces a difficult task. There 
will probably be joint meetings with Reading, 
and to some degree there will be a need of 
joint action. 

But our committee must think of the problems 
as Wilmington's problems, and not necessarily 
that of an adjoining town. We have no doubt 
that they will.
